China's Turning Point? 

JAPANESE AGGRESSION ON THE 

J mainland of Asia has spurred China's uni¬ 
fication. strengthened the military power of 
Nanking and conditioned the course of China's 
reconstruction along military lines, according 
to the Far Eastern Survey of the American 
Council. Institute of Pacific Relations. . 

Ironic as this may be from the point of 
view of the Japanese militarist and expensive 
as it nuy be from that of the Chinese people, 
it is a fact that the military groups in Chinese 
national and provincial affairs have increased 
their dominance over civilian elements, asserts 
Frederick V. Field, council secretary and mem¬ 
ber of the recent Economic Mission to China. 

In the first of a series of research reports 
Milrrini China's ■rromplishminl in miimlmi - 
lion to date and examining whether under exist¬ 
ing circumstances the drastic reform which 
China's economy requires can actually be 
achi eve d . Mr. Field -maintain* that “history 
may mark the piesent years as the turning point, 
bringing China into i position'd equality among 
nations. 

“Nothing has so accelerated the strengthen¬ 
ing of China as the urgency of national self* 
preservation brought about by Japanese pres¬ 
sure. 

''China's problem has been to cut the 
vicious circle pf decaying agriculture on the one 
hand and general colonial economy on tha other, 
at the same time ml rod uc mg improvements in 
the physical and technological environment.

Immigrants, school children, in¬ 
mates of orphan homes, and homes 
for the indigent, and employees of 
lumber and construction camps 
should be examined regularly to pre¬ 
vent the spread of trachoma.

The cause of trachoma Is not well 
known with certainly. From time to 
time various germs have been blamed 
but thus far It Is not known defin¬ 
itely that any one of them is really 
responsible. 

In treating this condition, various 
methods are used to destroy the in¬ 
fection which causes constant granu¬ 
lation of the eyelids. 

It is necessary to keep the lid* 
clean by use of frequent washes of 
salt, boraclc acid, or other antiseptic 
solutions which the doctor will pre¬ 
scribe.
